A number of car-deer accidents during the nast week 
has prorapted Crawford County Sheriff Curt Haas to caution 
motorists to be on the lookout for the elusive creatures. 
“They're on the move again,” he commented. 

His department answered a total of 119 complaints last 
week, One involving a one-car rollover on U.S. 27 North last 
Friday night that sent Jeffrey Paul Osga, age 19, of Frederic, 
to St. Mary's Hospital in Saginaw where his condition is 
listed as “serious”. The incident occurred late Friday 
evening. 

Haas also indicated that his department arrested a 
suspect in an arson case in the Beaver Creek area where an 
unoccupied cottage was burned to the ground. The incident 
happened some two weeks ago but the fire was not 
discovered for several days. 

“Support from the public has really helped,” said Haas, 
commenting on his department's high apprehension rate on 
breaking and entering cases. “Our appeal to the public has 
produced tremendous results,” he concluded. 

Of the 119 complaints answered last week, 29 involved 

general assistance calls, seven larcenies were reported, 
personal injury accidents answered totaled seven, eight 
ae citations were issued and three ambulance runs were 
made.

Study Finds No Contest Between The Three 
Tax Amendments On November 7 Ballot 


However, the Tisch Amendment 
would allow other taxes such as 
personal income taxes, busi- 
ness taxes and nuisance taxes 
to go up to compensate. 

The voucher plan would re- 
place current school finance 
methods, which rely heavily on 
property taxes, with a voucher 
or tax credit which parents 
would use to send their children 
to the school of their choice, 
public or private. 

According to the research 
study, passage of both Proposal 
E (The Tax Limitation Amend- 
ment) along with Proposal J 
{the Tisch Amendment) would 
result in a cut in property taxes 
and a reduction in local govern- 
ment revenue while preventing a 
shift to other tax sources, 
without voter approval. 

The research study gces onto 
say that passage of the Tisch 
Amendment without Tax Limi- 
tation (Peonosal F) would not 
bring about a tax cut, but rather 
a tax shift. Passage of Tisch 
would reduce present property 
taxes, which are levied on the 
basis of property value. But the 
tax burden in Michigan could be 
shifted to other taxes...personal 
income tax, business taxes, 
other forms of property tax...all 
without voter approval, Passage 
of Proposal E would prevent a 
Tisch tax shift from occuring 
unless approved by the voters. 

Shaker said that people who 
believe that taxes are high 
enough can limit all forms of 
focal and state taxation by 
voting for Proposal E atone. By 
voting for both Proposal E and 
J. property taxes will be cut and 
the tax burden will be prohibited 
from being shifted from prop- 
erty taxes to any other combina- 
tion af taxes to make up for the 
property tax cut. Shaker em- 
phasized that passage of Propo- 
sal J, by itself, and defeat of 
Proposal E could result in a tax 
shift, not a tax cul. 

According to the study, if 
the Voucher Plan (Proposal H) 
pessoa slong with Tax Limita- 
tion, the Tax Limit of Proposal E 
would be adjusted to accomo- 
date the iunding of education 
by the state. Such a shift in 
taxation is required by the 
Voucher Amendment. Provision 
for such an adjustment is 
contained in Proposal E, but 
would only go into effect if 
Proposal H passed. 

“The Taxpayers United Re- 
search Institute has heen study. 
Ing the varying tax proposals for 
a year and a half,” Shaker said. 
“We've had university and in- 
dustry economists, : three .law 
firms speciatizing in Constitu- 
tional law and three law firms 
Specializing in tax jaw, analyze 
‘the three tax proposals. The 
executive director of our Insti- 
tute has a Master's Degree in 
business administration. We 
believe we have the first scho- 
larly examination of the tax 
questions on the ballot.”

SHERIFF'S BILL 
PASSES HOUSE ... 

The House last week over- 
whetmingly passed a Senate 
compromise bill providing a 
funding formula to allocate 
up to $9 million to county 
sheriffs’ departments begin- 
ning October 1, and arrived 
at middie ground in a long 
and difficult controversy ov- 
er the roles of loca! and state 
law enforcement agencies. 

A previous bill had been 
vetoed by Governor Milliken 
who believed it eroded the 
authority of the Michigan 
State Police. That veto was 
overridden in the Senate, but 
never came up for a vote in 
the House. 

The new bill, however, 
contains important differen- 
ces and the Governor said he 
is pleased with it and the 
work it took to reach the 
compromise. 

The measure - already 
passed in the Senate - 
assures local contro! by re- 
quiring county commission- 
ers to review all requests for 
sheriff. road patrols and 
make the final determination 
whether or not to spend 
state dollars to provide the 
assistance. 

Although the bill does not 
contain any money, it does 
provide a formula for reim- 
bursing counties for secon- 
dary road patrol, based on 
road mileage and population 
and safety programs. Next 
year an expanded formula 
must be devised based on 
ihe number of accidents, 
fatalities and county spend- 
ing, as well as the eariier 
criteria. 

The program will be dis- 
continued after three years 
to force evaluation of its ef- 
fectiveness. 

It is my own personal 
opinion that all law enforce- 
ment agencies must work 
together to assure maximum 
service to ail citizens.

It's that time of year when the kids are 
going back to school, and the parents 
are wondering—among other things- 
what they're going to be doing for a 
living when they grow up. 

As someone once said, kids these 
days have two strikes against thein 
when they're starting school—the bus 
drivers’ strike and the teachers’ stike. 

As for vocations, maybe parents 

should be guiding their offspring into 
politics. They could do much worse. 
’ The Michigan State Officers Compen- 
sation Commission again is tooking 
into what Michigan's top state elected 
Siaie Officials Should be paid, ihai's 
part of the commission's constitutional 
duty. The results of an early survey are 
somewhat enlightening for the overbur- 
dened taxpayer. 

For example, Michigan pays its top 
elected officials more than the average 


¥ ht on 
for cight major nothern states, plus 


California. Thses states include Ohio, 
Indiana, New York, Pennsy!vania, Ill., 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


California is the nation’s largest 
state, and its governor is paid $49,100, 
while Michigan's is paid $58,000. The 
average for the nine states is $55,502- 
which isn’t a bad average. New York's 
governor is paid the most—$85,00' 

Lieutenant governor—whose main 
work responsibility is to stick around in 
case the governor cither dies, goes to 
prison, or is appointed to a federal 
job—does all right, too. The average for 
the surveyed states in $37,521: Mich- 
igan’s lieutenant governor is paid 
$40,000. Again, not too bad for sitting 
around and waiting. 

Judges fare even hetter in the 
pocketbook, by and large, California 
pays its supreme court justices the 
most of the nine states, $66,082, and 
Ohio pays the least, $40,000, while 
Michigan justices received $53,000. The 
average is $50,514, which is a respec- 
table neighborhood. 

Noi inciuded in the study from which 
these data are extracted is the exper- 
ience of the former chief judge of 
Michigan's state court of appeals, who 
resigned because his pay was too 
niggardly at something over $40,000. He 
now is offering consulting services here 
and there, and a present client is the 
State of Michigan--his old bosswhich

is paying the former judge $190 an hour 
to help straighten out some Labor 
Department appeals processes. Nice 
work if you can get it. 

Of course, the discerning parent 
might comment that the field for such 
jobs as governor, tieutenant governor, 
and supreme court justice is somewhat 
limited. There are only 50 governors in 
captivity, for example, and a like 
number of lieutanant governors, and 
only a few hundred slate supreme court 
justices. True, the competition for such 
jobs is keen. 

But politics still can be a good 
iiveiinood for the muititude. Consider 
the state legislature, where there are 
thousands of job-holders spread across 
the country. Michigan for example, has 
148 state legisiators. 

And the pay is not that bad, either. 
It’s enough to keep body and soul 
together usuaily. 

The $24,000 a year salary paid to 
Michigan legislators is the tops of the 
nine states studied, where the average 
was $17.912—which is still higher than 
the average wage in the nation. Lowest 
pay among lawmakers in the nine states 
is in Indiana. where legislators are paid 
$6,000. 

There is no breakdown supplied by 
the Officers Compensation Commission 
on how the various salaries compare on 
a per-hour basis. That would make an 
interesting study. 

Then, of course, there are fringe 
benefits. Noted above is the possibitity 
of future consulting services. Governors 
rack up fairly lucrative expense ac- 
counts—Michigan’s is $18,000—pius 
mansions, chauffeurs. and such. Jud- 
ges have retirement systems, and job 
security, and reserved parking places, 
and such. Legislators usually are 
protected by lucrative retirement sys- 
tems, plus enjoying expense accounts, 
and travel allowances, and other such 
fringe benefits. 

All in all, the public service can be a 
rewarding venture, and students trud- 
ging back to school this fali—as well as 
the concerned parents—might well 
consider a career in politics as a goal to 
earn a living. 

By most standards, the money paid 
to our lawmakers, our judges and our 
other elected officials is more than 
adequate in most cases.

Despite the fact that most 
of the early settlers came to 
America in search of reli- 
gious freedom and thought 
of it as the “land of oppor- 
tunity". actually, according 
to one estimate, half of the 
settlers in the New World 
came here as indentured ser- 
vants, with virtually no in- 
come or resources. Many 
other immigrants. ioo, arriv- 
ed poor and stayed poor. 
Thus, under these circum- 
stances. public relief be- 
came a matter for public 
concern. 

Because of the English 
heritage of the majority of 
the early colonists. our pub- 
tic welfare laws had their 
roots in the Elizabethan Poor 
Law of 1601 in England. It 
authorized governmental pro- 
vision for the poor so that 
nobody would stagye through 
neglect. but family responsi- 
bility was not abrogated nor 
idleness encouraged. Cen-

tral to this tradition was a 
sharp demarcation between 
the “deserving” and the “un- 
deserving” poor. 

in England, under the En- 
alish Poor Law. localities 
were required to build three 
separate structures to house 
the three main classes of 


public charges: First. a 
poorhouse for the “lame, 
impotent. old. blind, and 


such others among them 
being poor, and not able to 
work": second. a workhouse 
for the employable poor; and 
third, a “house of correc- 
tion” for outright criminals. 
Although the standard of 
living provided to the deser- 
ving poor probably differed 
little at all from that provided 
to the other two categories, 
the permanence of aid and 
the relative legitimacy at- 
tached to it made the 
distinction more than a theo- 
retical one. 

If anything, early Ameri- 
can relief practice was even 
more restrictive than its 
British antecedents. Unlike 
Great Britain. the United 
States lacked a feudal tradi- 
tron which had carried with it 
a paternalistic concern for 
the needy. The Puritans had 
a Strict individualistic moral 
code - which encouraged 
some colonial clergymen 
like Cotton Mather to give 
church-goers absolution to 
ignore the needy in sermons 
such as: “For those who 
indulge themselves in idle- 
ness. the express command 
of God unto us is. that we 
should let them starve”. 

And so. early American 
public relief practices fol- 
lowed the British Poor Law 
tradition in treating the poor 
as a pariah Class. little 
different from common cri- 
minals. In fact. on into the 
19th century, the argument

Are There Advantages? 


“Nursery schcol will restrict our schedule. We enjoy coming 
and going at our leisure...this will end when our child enters 
kindergarten.” !f we enroll our child in nursery school | will have to 
participate in the nursery schoo! activities."
